LONDON, Tuesday, July 4, 4 A. M.— 
There has been no news through from 
Dublin for some hours, due evidently 
to the military censor, to whom all 
messages must be submitted. One of 
the latest Dublin dispatches received in 
London says that at eleven o'clock last 
night the buildings occupied by irregu- 
lars were seen to be in flames and 
that all approaches to O’Connell Street 
were closed. 

The Daily News Dublin correspondent, 
telegraphing last night, says: 

‘The Y. M. C. A., in occupation of 
the irregulars opposite the Gresham 
Hotel, was bombed by a body of Na- 
tional Army Sappers, who drove their 
way through the walls of neighboring 
houses. The building is blazing fiercely, 
and the fire threatens to involve other 
houses. Ambulances are busy remov- 
ing 16 blind men from the workshops 
of the Blind Institute next door, but the 
fate of the mutineer garrison is un- 
known. 

‘**A heavy bombardment of the strong- 
holds on the opposite side of-Sackville 
Street [O’Connell Street] continues with 
machine guns and rifles and grenades.”’ 

Another despatch says that at a late 
hour last night it was learned an at- 
tack on the positions of irregulars in 
the O'Connell Street area was being 
pressed. It was suspected that most of 
the defenders, including De Valera, had 
got away, and that there would not 
be more than 40 or 50 prisoners taken. 

J. M. N. Jeffries, The Daily Mail's 
Dublin correspondent, wiring at 9:45 
o’clock last night, announced he had 
just been released after five hours’ im- 
prisonment by the Irregulars in the 
O'Connell Street range of buildings:

The men were arrested at 102d Street 
and Amsterdam Avenue by Post Office | 
Inspectors Murphy, Vick and Doran, as- | 
sisted by Detectives O’Brien, Reilly and | 
Steppat, attached to Police Headquar- 
ters. The prisoners were taken to the 
West 100th Street Station, and from, 
there to the headquarters-of the Post Of- 
fice Inspectors in the General Post Office 
Building, 33d Street and Eighth Avenue, 
where they were questioned about the 
robbery until early this morning. 

Only a short time after the trio were 
arrested, Post Office Inspectors and dé- 
tectives -went to the Gramercy Park 
house and searched the apartment of 
Bryce. In the apartment at the time 
were Mrs. Bryce, and another woman, 
who gave an out-of-town address, and 
explained that she was merely a visitor 
of Mrs. Bryce. 


Prisoners Questioned. 


The two women were asked to accom- 
pany the inspectors to the General Post | 
Office where Bryce and his companions ; 
were being questioned. The prisoners / 
proved themselves to be the most versa- | 
tile that the inspectors have had to deal 
with in a long time, 

After having prodded the memories 
of the three for many hours in an ef- 
fort to learn, if possible, the where- 
abouts of other securities still unac- 
counted for, one of the inspectors early 


this morning said: 

‘‘We haven't gone half through this 
case, but we expect to know a great 
many more facts in the morning.’’ 

The reticence of the three prisoners 
on the subject of the robbery was aston- 
ishing, according to the inspectors, who 
said that they could ‘talk a_ blue 
streak '"’ on any other subject. 

‘* Why, these fellows are the most pol- 
ished men we have run across in a long 
time,’”’ said an inspector. ‘‘ One of them 
was quoting Walt Whitman to us at 
length this evening, and at intervals 
they exchanged remarks showing more 
than a casual knowledge of medieval 


history.”’ 

The grilling which the prisoners un- 
derwent was practically uninterrupted 
during the night except for a brief in- 
terval which marked the arrival of the 
women. In a moment of confusion 
Bryce disappeared from the group of 
prisoners and detectives then numbering 
more than a dozen. 

As soon as his absence was noticed by 
the inspectors there was a flurry of ex- 
citement in the room. That was about 
10 o’clock last night. 


Perched on Window Ledge. 


The belief that the prisoner might es- 
cape prompted the sending of a call for 
assistance to the West Thirtieth Street 
Station, about four blocks away, and 
detectives were hurried to the Post Of- 


fice Building.

Mother and Son in Same

A mother and son died yesterday in 
Bellevue Hospital, neither knowing 
the other was fatally ill, and each 
giving the name of the other as that 
of nearest relative.

Cronin was a lithographer. When 
he was taken from home his aged 
mother thought he would soon be 
back with her. The son for his part 
didn’t suspect his mother was so 
near death.

Westcott, an engineer of twenty 
years’ experience, and John N. Nace of 
Philadelphia was the conductor. The 
train was made up of one Pullman and 
five coaches, one of them a smoker.

Treasury Surplus for Year $314,000,000; 
Public Debt Was Cut $1,014,000,000 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—A_ reduction 
of $1,014,000,000 in the public debt during 
the fiscal year ended June 30 and a 
reduction of $175,000,000 in the debt dur- 
ing J&ne was announced today by the 
Treasury. 

At the same time the Treasury an- 
nounced that the final figures of re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year revealed a surplus of §314,000,000. 

The ordinary receipts of the Govern- 
mient for the fiscal year 21921 amounted 
to $4,109,000,000, as compared with $6,- 
625,060,060 the previous year, while the 
expenditures, chargeable against ordi- 
nary receipts, amounted to $3, 000,000 
as against $5,538,000,000 during 1921.

D r,” the Treasury stated, “the 
estimate indicated a deficit for 1922 
amounting to $24,468,703, and the bet- 
ter showing which has been made re- 
sults from a combination of several!

Submit Three Projects to Mixed 
Commission of League of 
Nations in Paris, 


FRENCH CAUTION IGNORED 


| One Plan Proposed by Admiralty 
| Would Make Washington Naval 


Agreement Universal. 
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PARIS, July 3.— Premier Lloyd 
George’s maxim, ‘‘ Get peace and dis- 
armament will be added unto you,”’ 
seems to be also the opinion of the 
mixed commission of the League of 
Nations on that vexed subject. Today 
the commission held its third meeting to 
consider reports from countries which 
are members of the League as to their 
military situation, and the opinion was 
voiced by some that fear of war was too 
near everybody’s mind in Europe for 
much to be done yet toward disarming. 

All the fourteen countries which have 
tle League’s memorandum 
announce that they-have reduced their 
military and naval expenditure. With 
it for encouragement, today’s meeting 
took stock of its position and its labors 
and made some new proposals. 

One of the most interesting of these 
was a proposal by the British Rear 
Admiral Segrave to extend the Wash- 
ington Naval Treaty to the non-sig- 
natory Powers, or wnom there are fif- 
teen. The proposal was discussed and 
then referred to the naval section of 
the Permanent Consultative Commis- 
mission. Instruction was given to have 
the report ready for the League meet- 
ing in September. 

Washington’s example had another 
consequence, too, in reopening discus- 
sion of Lord Esher’s proposals for land 
disarmament on a ratio basis, for which 
the Austrian Army should serve as a 
unit. To the original proposal of Lord 
Esher, Lord Robert Cecil today added 
an amendment providing for a mutual 
guardntee, and the two proposals are to 
be considered tomorrow. 


Vivian! Warns Against Optimism. 

Against any optimism M. Viviani 
warned them in his opening speech to- 
day as President of the~ commission. 
Paraphrasing Lloyd George’s’ other 
phrase of ‘“ Hungry Russia armed by 
angry Germany,’’ he warned the com- 
mission that this was no time to expect 
the Governments of Europe to disarm 
enthusiastically when Russia could mo- 
bilize 2,000,000 men for the purpose of 
foraging along her frontiers, and in Ger- 
many the universities had taken the 
place of barracks as war schools for 
the youth of the country. - 

M. Viviani did not emphasize that these 
two nations are the only two in Europe 
excluded from the League. He drew the 
conclusion that this was not the moment 
for the realization of the hopes, of last- 
ing peace which were so rife when the 
armistice was signed. But he did not 
counsel abandonment -of that hope. As 
an old parliamentarian, he expected de- 
lays and difficulties and slow progress. 
The League had this in its favor—it was 
not just an international gathering; it 
was a lasting organization. 

“The League can afford to be patient 
because it is durable, because it knows 
it is eternal. What it does not do in 
July it may be able to do in Septerfiber. 
The work it cannot accomplish in 1922 
may become possible in 19238. We have 
organization, method, right and a taste 
for labor, and we have’ already shown 
that we can settle what seem unsolvable 
problems. Let us not be discouraged. 
Let us not forget that nothing is ever 
done by humanity without tears, with- 
out pain and without loss of time, and, 
though we have @ hard task in front of 
us and are young as an organization, we 
have climbed out of our cradle sound in 
morals, sound in intellect and sound in 
body.”’ 


Britt ah Disarmament Proposals. 


PARIS, July 3 (Associated Press).— 
Three, projects for general world dis- 
armament were placed before the tem- 
porary mixed commission on disarma- 
ment of the League of Nations by repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain at the com- 
mission’s opening session this afternoon. 

Despite a lengthy speech by the Chair- 
man, M. Viviani of France, to the effect

BERLIN, July 3.—An attempt was 
made to assassinate Maximilian Har- 
den tonight by stabbing and black- 
jacking. At midnight he was reported 

not dead, but severely wounded. 

The attack took place at 8:30 
o'clock in the Grunewald Villa section 
of Berlin. It was believed to be the 
work of the monarchist and anti- 
Semitic murder ‘* organization con- 
sul,” to which the slaying of Foreign 
Minister Rathenau is attributed. 

Harden was walking home to his 
villa in Grunewald when @e was 
assaulted by two men. Covered with 
blood, he was just able to reach his 
house, where he collapsed and was 
taken to a hospital. His injuries, 
while severe, are not dangerous to life. 

One of his assailants who was cap- 
tured had a dagger, a blackjack and 
@ membership card in the “ Associa- 
tion of National-Minded Soldiers,” a 
reactionary, monarchist and anti- 
Semetic organization of war veterans.

Was on List Marked for Death. 


BERLIN, July 3 (Associated Press). 
—Two men attacked Maximilian Huar- 
den, editor and political writer, near 
his home in the Grunewald today. 
He was taken unconscious into the 
house, where he was found to be 
suffering from five wounds in the 
head. 

The assailants were arrested. 

Herr Harden has incurred the 
hatred of the hationalistic agitators 
and was near the top of the list of 
men marked for assault, along with 
Theodor Wolff and Max Warburg. 

For six months Herr Harden has 
been Jess active than usual, restricting 
his editorial output to home consump- 
tion. He also refrained from giving 
public lectures, where he always was 
the target for grilling by Monarchists. 


Menounced German Methods in War. 


Maximilian Harden, the noted anti- 
Kaiserlich publicist, editor of the ever- 
intransigeant paper Die Zukunft, was 
attacked in that southwestern suburb of 
the German capital where Dr. Rath- 
enau was killed by assassins on June 24. 
Grunewald, on the left bank of the 
Havel, is noted for its villa colony, its 
racecourse, its shooting boxes and golf 
links. 

During the war Harden constantly de- 
nounced the Imperial Government, until, 
in July, 1917, Die Zukunft was sup- 
pressed for the remainder of the war. 
He has not so much abused the present 
Government as he has advised it. Re- 
cently he has been writing a series of 
articles for an American press syndi- 
cate, in which he declared that Germany 
could not pay without disarmament and 
that the economic distress of Austria 
could be easily liquidated by a popular 
loan, with $10 individual subscriptions, 
in the United States. He also deplored 
the extortion practiced by Germang on 
alien tourists as both cruel and short- 
sighted. . 

Harden has praised the isolation of 
the United States as a temporary judi- 


cious measure, and he called the recent 
Genoa conference “ a poison-gas factory 
which failed to meet the test,’’ where 
everybody failed ** but Lloyd George.”

Labor Board Declares That 
Strikers Have Forfeited All 
Rights as Railroad Employes. 


BOLSHEVISM, SAYS GOMPERS 


Let Them Dissolve the Defiant 
Rail Executives if They Can Dis- 
solve Unions, He Counters.

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Samuel Gom- 
pers, President of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, issued a ‘statement to- 
night at which he denounced the ruling 
of the Railroad Labor Board, declaring 
the railroad unions, now on a strike, to 
be “‘ outlawed,”’ as an ‘“ actio‘ that is 
utterly Bolshevist in character and is, 
of course, too ridiculous and fatuous to 
be accepted as permanent American 
Government policy.” 

Mr. Gompers’s statement was as fol- 
lows: 

‘The ruling of the United States 
Railroad Labor Board to the effect that 
unions now on strike are ‘ outlawed’ 
and cannot again be considered as rep- 
resentatives of the workers before the 
board is an action that is utterly Bol- 
shevist.in character and is, of course, 
too ridiculous and fatuous to be ac- 
cepted as permanent American Govern- 
ment policy. 

‘By this astounding ruling the board 
undertakes to disband unions at will and 
to command at will that new organi- 
zations be formed. This no Govern- 
ment agency can do, because trade 
unions are voluntary organizations of 
the workers, formed in response to their 
demand, to serve their needs and to 
respond to- their democratically ex- 
pressed will and desire. 

“The action of the board is exactly 
a replica of the action of the Com- 
munists in turning the unions into 
Government-controlled agencies for the 
carrying out of the orders of the State. 
Freedom of expressian vanishes under 
the order of the board.” 

‘But I say now that the workers of 
America, either on the railroads or else- 
where, do not intend to sacrifice free- 
dom of expression and of action. The 
board undertakes to say that unions 
which differ with the board must cease 
to exist—they are ‘ outlawed.” Whether 
this is for the moment an assymption of 
authority on the part of the board is 
immaterial. It is the logical outcome 
of the very establishment of such boards, 
It is an inevitable consequence of an 
initial action that was wrong in prin- 
ciple and that has proven impossible in 
action. 

“The Railroad Labor Board, as an 
institution functioning in the twentieth 
century, is second in incongruity only 
to the so-called ‘open shop’ move- 
ment. 

‘The railroad workers in this case 
laid their case before the board. Voting 
six to three, the board decided witn 
the railroads. . Great slashes in wages 
were ordered. Terms and conditions 
that had obtained for as long as twenty 
years on some roads were abrogated by 
the stroke of an autocratic pen. For 
thousands of men the eight-hour day, 
accepted by the whole civilized world, 
was obliterated. The board seemed lit- 
erally to revel in an orgy of destruction 
and slashing. 

“The law gives the workers, or the 


railroads, the right to decline to accept 
the board’s rulings. The workers of 
necessity declined, and by vos of the 
membership withdrew their services. 
They declined to work for the terms 
ordered by the board. The board now 
declares them ‘outlawed.’ This is au- 
tocracy with a vengeance. It seeks to

ALL RAIL STRIKERS 
DROPPED BY ROADS 


Can Return Only as New Work- 
ers, Managers Decide at 
Conference. 


MARINE MEN REFUSE AID 


Train Service Undelayed as 
Power Plants Keep Running 
—1,000 Recruits Hired. 


All railroad employes now on strike 
will be dropped from the payrolls of th: 
railroads centring in New York and will 
lose their senfority rights in the railroad 
service. All new men employed to re- 
place them will receive permanent em- 
ployment, if they make good in their 
jobs, and will receive protection. 

Announcement to this effect was made 
yesterday by E. M. Rine, Vice President 
and General Manager of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Railroad, after 


a conference of the General Managers of 
the eleven railroaas entering the metro- 
politan district at their offices af 75 
Church Street. That was the most defi- 
nite action taken at the conference, 
which Mr, Rine explained was to discuss 
the strike situation, exchange informa- 
tion concerning conditions and take steps 
to combat the strike. 

The decision to drop the strikers was 
caused by the ruling of the United States 
Railroad Labor Board that the strike 
was an “ outlaw strike.’”’ Mr. Rine ex- 
plained that the railroad officials would 
be guided by the decisions of the board 
and said the strikers really were strik- 
ing against the Government. 


Call Strike Totally Exaggerated. 

Mr. Rine asserted, with corroboration 
by his fellow General Managers, that 
the newspaper reports of the number of 
railroad shopmen now on strike in the 
metropolitan district had been greatly 
exaggerated. Despite the assertions of 
the shopcraft union’ officials that more 
than 95 per cent. of the workers had 
gone out, Mr, Rine declared that per 
centage far too high, but said he could 
not estimate the total because many 
shops had been closed for the holiday 
period. He said there would be many 
more men working tomorrow morning, 
after the Fourth of July holiday, than 
there were on Saturday, and declared 
that the railroad officials had no @oubt 
whatever of their ability ultimately to 
break the strike. 

According to the General Managers at 
the conference, more than 1,000 new men 
have been hired since Saturday. Many 
of them were said to be former railroad 
employes, dropped during preceding la- 
bor difficulties and taking this opportu- 
nity to get back. 

Although. several thousand mainte- 
nance of way men, track men and sta- 
tionary firemen and oilers were reported 
to have walked out in sympathy with 
the shopmen in advance of a possible 
strike order, Mr. Rine denied that any 
maintenahce of way men had struck. He 
admitted that the railroads were taking

Train Service Undelayed. 


As on Sunday, practically no delay 
in train service was caused by the strike.

ballots on all or a part of the carriers,

Foodstuffs 
are prohibited from export for the time 
being, as are fire arms, munitions, air-

The export of precious metals are ap- 
parently free, although it is stated that 
objects of art, antiquity, &c., can be ex- 
ported only on a special permit. But the 
Foreign Trade Bureau still retains a 
monopoly of all exports and imports, so 
that while there is no export duty on 
gold or platinum, this does not mean 
that any one can export them without a 
permit.

which were rejected by the Chileans on 
the ground that they did not accord 
with the idea of fulfillment of the 
Treaty of Ancon. 

The contention of the Peruvians has 
| been that if the matter should be sub- 
mitted to arbitration and the decision 
of the arbitrator should be ‘against a 
plebiscite In the disputed territory, and 
Chile and Peru could not reach an 
agreement, the arbitrator should have 
authority to determine the ‘sovereignty 
of the provinces. The Chileans have 
been willing to leave to the arbitrator 
the decision whether a plebiscite should 
or should not be held, but unwilling to 
vest the arbitrator with as much power 


as the Peruvians wish to give him. 

As soon as the expected Peruvian 
reply is received Secretary Hughes will 
meet members of both the delegations. 
He has been trying to discover a middle 
ground for arbitration satisfactory to 
both sides.

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Official noti- 
fication has been received at the State 
Department that the Japanese Privy 
Council has approved the nine-power 
treaty concerning China and the Chi- 
nese customs tariff treaty. Both these 
conventions were negotiated at the 
Washington Conference on Limitation of 
Armament. 

The State Department's notification 
came in a cable from Charles B. War- 
rent, the American .Ambassador at 
Tokio. .He said that the assent of the 
Privy Council had been given on July 
1. All the other treaties negotiated at 
the Washington conference had been ap- 
proved by the Privy Council so that its 
work is now complete with reference to 
the agreements entered into by Japan 
with the United States and other na- 
tions in accordance with the effort of 


this Government to reduce and limit | 


naval armaments and preserve the 
peace of the Far East and the Pacific. 
Ratification of the Washington treaties 
to which Japan is a party must be as- 
sented to by the Prince Regent of Japan, 
but the recommendation of the Privy 
Council is regarded as assuring his as- 
sent. His signature 1s 1ooked upon 
largely as a formality as the Japanese 
ruler invariably follows the recommen- 
dations of the Privy Council. 
Gratification is expressed here over 
the course of Japan in ratifying these 
important agreements. So far the only 
nations participating in the Washing- 
ton conference which have given ratifi- 
cation to all the treaties are the United 
States and China. The British Govern- 
ment is taking the steps necessary to 
procure ratification and is expected to 
act next.

ANATOLE FRANCE SEES’ 
THE ACADEMY DOOMED 


Says Candidacy of Maurras, Roy- 
alist, Is Political and He 
Won’t Support Him.

PARIS, July 3.—The candidacy of 
Charles Maurras, the distinguished Hel- 
lenist, classical scholar and critic, for 
membership in the French Academy, has 
raised considerable controversy both 
concerning the candidacy itself and the 
future position of the Academy. 

The famous body ts more or less a 
Government institution, and as such, of 
course, Republican, so far as politics 
can be connected at all with a literary, 
artistic and scientific association of this 
kind. The vacant seat which M. Maur- 
ras hopes to occupy is that of the late 
President Deschanel. But M. Maurras 
is foreign editor of the Action Fran- 
caise, one of the principal leaders and 
staunchest champions of the Royalist 
and Catholic movements in France—al- 
though it is stated he personally upholds 
| atheist philosophy ir private life—and 
in this capacity daily attacks Republican 
institutions in brilliant articles. 

The result of this situation has been to 
place M. Maurras’s candidacy on an en- 
| tirely political platform, making it one 
of the most discussed questions of the 
day in France. Angry articles are being 
published in the newspapers belonging 
to both camps. The latest development 
has been to bring the name and per- 
sonality of Anatole France forward, 
Maurras’s supporters saying his vote 
would be given in support of the foreign 
editor of the Action Francaise. The 
advanced Socialist views of the great 
writer are well known, so that backing 
from him would indicate better than 
could anything else that such matters 
have nohing to do with politics. 

Interviewed, however, Anatole France 
did not hesitate to announce definitely 
| that he had no intention of voting for 
Maurras, saying: 

‘* His candidacy is clearly political, 
being a provocation by a partisan de- 
siring to plant, his flag on the cupola 
of the academy. My vote will not sup- 
port the reaction. So J shall not attend 
the election meeting because, owing to 
the secret ballot, people would certainly 
say I had voted for him. The fact that 
he is putting up for election indicates 
he is sure he will triumph. And what 
does it matter? The days of the 
academy are numbered like those of the 
greater part of our institutions.”’ 

Then pointing toward a young boy 
who had meanwhile joined him the great 
philosopher added with a smile: 

‘My grandson. He is a reactionary. 
Naturally.’’

pany, and bonds of the Braden Copper 
Company. ss 

Se€urities valued at $65,000, which 
were seized by the Leonard Street mail 
robbers, were recovered in a brokerage 
office by the Post Office authorities and 
the police several months later when 
they arrested Louis Wolf. Wolf is at 
liberty under $25,000 bail. 

The arrest of Wolf and the detention 
of two other men came after Chief Post 
Office Inspector William Cochran and 
Inspector J. J. Doran were informed 
that several men were apparently mak- 
ing overtures to brokerage houses for 
the sale of stolen bonds. Doran posed 
as a broker and obtained an introduc- 
tion to the three men. He spent several 
weeks negotiating with them. 

To convince the holdérs of the stolen 
bonds that he was a bona-fide customer, 
arrangements were made by the postal 
authorities with a blg brokerage house 
to furnish the inspector with all the 
necessary accessories of his position.

A Daring Hold-Up. 


The Leonard Street mail truck hold-up 
was one of the most daring ever perpe 


Frank Have- 
ranck, alone and unarmed, left the City 
Hall Post Office snortly after 10 o'clock 
on the night of Oct. 24 last with eight- 
een ‘pouches containing registered and 
unregistered maii in his truck. 

He started up Brcadway on his way 
to the General Post Office at a fast 
pace. As he approached Worth Street 
he noticed a green touring car, contain- 
ing three men, slowly turn into Broad- 
way from the east. 

Haveranck later told detectives that 


|he paid no particular attention to the 


car until he neared Catharine Alley, 
about. sixty feet south of Leonard Street, 
a narrow block occupied by the New 
York Life Insurance Company's build- 
ing. His attention then was drawn to 


; the car, he said, because he noticed one 


of its occupants step onto the running- 
board nearest him. 

Just at that morment he had to slow 
down to avoid crashing into a black 
taxicab, containing only the chauffeur, 
which drew in front of him from the 
west side of Broadway. The chauffeur 
of the taxicab, he said, turned half- 
around toward the green car, and Have- 
ranck was convinced that he was acting 
in concert with the occupants of the 
green car. 

Haveranck began to toot his horn, put 
just then the man on the running-board 
of the green car leaped onto the step 
of the mail truck, and, pointing an auto- 
matic pistol, said: .‘‘ Stop blowing that 
horn and turn into Leonard Street.’ 

Haveranck said he shot into Leonard 
Street, when the green car drew up in 
front of him and fhe two other occu- 
pants, each pointing a pistol at him, or- 
dered a halt. 

One of them, who appeared to be the 
leader, ordered him to open the grill 
door in the rear of his vehicle with a 
key he carried and then, after dragging 
him into the mail truck, drew a bag 
over ‘his head. 


Saw Robber Examine Pouches, 


He managed to work the bag up from 
his head, he said, so that he could see 
one of the robbers making a careful 
examination of the eighteen mail 


pouches. Then he saw him select five 
pouches of registered mail, containing 
gems, banknotes and securities, most of 
the latter negotiable bonds, valued at 
more than $2,000,000. 

The pouches were passed to the green 
car, which turned toward West Broad- 
way and _ disappeared. Haveranck 
speeded his mail truck to thé Beach 
Street Station, two blocks away, and 
reported the hold-up. 

Detectives manned the mail truck and 
went over the route Haveranck thought 
the robbers nad takén, but nobody was 
found who had seen the bandit car. 
Haveranck then was taken to the sta- 
tion, where investigation of the remain- 
ing pouches revealed that none of them 
contained registered mail. 

In the meantime Chief Inspector Coch- 
ran had been notified-and he and a 
squad of postal inspectors appeared 
within an hour. It was not until April 
22 of this year that the Post Office of- 
ficials were able to make public a lst 
of the stolen securitles, which was sent 
to the police of every city in the country. 

The robbery resulted in orders to have 
all mail trucks throughout the country 
guarded by marines,

DUBLIN, July 3 (Associated Press).— 


Bevere fighting in O'Connell Street was 
in progress at 10 o'clock tonight. The 
national troops were maintaining unre- 
mitting pressure, but at that hour there 
was no indication of surrender. 

All the approaches to O’Connell Street 


had been barred, and some of the posts|

CHICAGO, July 3.—Proprietors of 
hotels, restaurants, cafés and road- 
houses were at their offices today,

A 228-acre farm near Beacon, ‘in 
Dutchess County, is to be. the site of 
one of three hospitals in this State for 
the care of disabled veterans, accordet 
ing to an announcement made in Wash- } 
ington .yesterday by Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mdward Clifford. 
Tho site, he anya. has been acquired at 
a cost of $100, and a $1,000,000 hos-! 
pital will be erected there. The farm is 
known as ‘‘Summeriields’’ and it is the 
country home of Edgar Storms, Pres- 
ident of the Racine Rubber Tire Com- 
pany of this city. It is about two miies 
north of Beacon, near Chelsea, about 
fourteen miles from Poughkeepsie, and 
overlooks the Hudson River. 

Mr. Storms said last night that he 
had not received word from the Gov- 
ernment of the acceptance of his terms, 
but that he supposed some communica- 
tion from the Treasury officials was in 
his office in this city. Final negotia- 
tions, he said, would be completed upon 
his return to his office tomorrow. A 
committee of officials recently visited 
the site, he said, and it was his under- 
standing that a hospital to accomnio-, 
date between 1.000 and 1,500 patients 
was to be buiit.

“The national army continue to close 
in around the irregulars tn O'Connell 
Street and Gardiners Place. Our troops 
now occupy all Parnell Square and the 
west side of O'Connell Street, Talbot 
Street and Earl Street and on the other 
side they have penctrated to Gardiners 
Court. Our troops here cut off all com- 
munications between irregulars in Bar- 
ry’s Hotel and La Plaza Hotel and 
those in Gresham Hotel, and the other 
O'Connell Street premises. Our _ troops

Street and the national bank at Corner 
Square. 

** During the operations last night our 
troops captured a large number of pris- 
cners, many of whom with arms and 
ammunition were trying to get out of 
the area. Some of them were aiso 
found to possess hand grenailes.’’ 

This shows two district. areas near 
each other still holding out, with a 
wedge of national troops between, and 
a circle cutside closing in. AI! the while 
a terrific barrage by machine guns is 
directed on the Gresham and other ho- 
tels and buildings in the street, front 
and -back. The national forces operat- 
ing from the south side of the city today 
and yesterday have forced the irregulats 
to abandon practically all posts on that 
side. Prisoners were tuken in many 
instances, and also large quantities cf 
arms, ammunition and bonrbs. 

From first to last the insurrection has 
been a fiasco. The Government meant 
to keep it so. Ail its leaders have lost 
their prestige irretrievably. Eamon de 
Valera will never again recover the po- 
sition he has lost. Rory O'Connor has 
become a topic of jest. ‘‘ Rory of the 
Hills ’’ is the nickname I have heard ap- 
plied to him. In Ireland reputations 
are swiftly unmade. In no country is 
the spirit of mockery so alert and merci- 
less. ‘The real heroes of Dublin in this 
last week have been the bare-legged, 
ragged little mewsboys. Fear seems 
absent from their merry, dancing dispo- 
sitions. Their little legs carry them 
across the zones of fire and down streets 
deserted by all other living creatures. 
| Detours to avoid danger are not for 
‘them, and, strangely enough, scarcely 
1 any of them have been hurt in this war- 
fare so evidently dangerous to non- 
combatants. 

The ivy green uniform of the national 
| soldiers, too, has won the prestige of 
| affection. Their restraint is understood 
and approved. Their skill is manifest. 
zovernment has 
won credit, so the other side has lost it.’ 
No reluctance to kill has been shown by 
the irregulars. Not merely have they 
pursued ‘the inhuman game of sniping 
and bormb-throwing. into public streets. 
but they have used e diabolical 
method of leaving hidden mines in 
buildings evacuated by them, to be ex- 
ploded after thelr surrénder under a 
white flag. 

This contrast has been noted by a gen- 
eral .public sensitive in such matters. 
This is civil war, and families have sons 
on both sides. Under such circum- 
stances mercy and humanity on the 
more powerful side is. an immense 
political asset. 

This struggle might easily have brought 
Ireland into irremediable anarchy. The

DUBLIN, July 3.—The Dublin Guards, 
| many of whom were on active service 
in the World War and are trained in 
street fighting, are playing a prominent 
part in the attack on the remaining rebel 
posts. They are using rifies, grenades, 
| bombs and machine gun barrages, and 
under this hail of varied fire the small 
garrisons holding the different fortified 
| posts are retiring. Tunnels have been 
| discovered through which some of the 
irregulars have managed to escape. 

Early this afternoon the national 
forces had succeeded in clearing the net- 
work of streets east of O'Connell 
Street [Sackville Street], while others 
were laboriously working up toward the 
group of hotels in which it is believed 
|} the central command of the rebels un- 
der Eamon de Valera is centred. Cover 
available for attacking this block of 
buildings is restricted and it may take 
some time to capture the headquarters. 
Many mines laid by the hostile garri- 
sons have been found and these are 
being systematically destroyed by the 
advancing national troops. 

Casualties compiled to date show a 
total of nearly 250, including 60 killed. 
These figures include combatants and 
non-combatants. 

In all the steps taken the Provisional 
Government, apart from the pri: Jpal 
object of maintaining and enforcing the 
will of the people, has been guided by 
two considerations--to avoid loss of life 
as far as possible and to preserve the 
city from unnecessary damage. If it 
had pushed forward ruthlessly with all 
the modern military weapons it can 
command it would have crushed the re- 
sistance of its opponents before this. 
But in this warfare brother is fighting 
against. brother and father against son, 
and where considerations of that kind 
enter the Government may be excused 
for treating the irregulars with what 
may be regarded as undue leniency. The 
men who had been ‘‘on the run”’ for 
months together under the old British 
régime cannot be expected to fight each 
other with the same bitterness as the 
common enemy. 

By localization of the danger zone, 
which has occurred since the attack on 
O’Connell Street the remainder of the 
city is enjoying a partial respite from 
incessant disturbance. Outside the area 
of the conflict the streets are fairly 
full of pedestrians and I even saw an 


aged barrel organ woman churning out a 
fox trot, but only a few shops are open 
und a large proportion of them are be- 
ing conducted by women. 

Some attempts are also being made to 
carry on the commercial life of the 
city, and drays and lorries are about. 
The food supply and the housing of 
refugees from the dislocated districts 
are receiving the attention of a joint 
committee of Dublin women, the Labor 
Party and members of the City Council. 

The food question is not yet urgent, 
but that of housing ts very grave. 

Dramatic duels between snipers have 
been the feature of the O’Connell Street 
battle, and posts of this kind once occu- 
pied by irregulars and now vacated are 
liberally pockmarked with’ bullets. . 

One such duel occurred this morning, 
with an irregular sniper firing through 
a loophole half way up the Nelson pillar. 
A regular sharpshooter detected this 
lair, and quickly had a steady aim 
registered on it. He chipped a remark- 
able musketry group. around the loop- 
hole, and his final shot seemed to pene- 
trate it, for the projecting rifle gave a 
convusive kick, and an ominious silence 
followed. Whether the hostile sniper 
was wounded is not known, but he gave 
no further trouble. 

As the National forces gradually 
draw in closer the crowds move up 
behind, approaching as near to the com- 
batants as they can. Time and again 
the troops have had to press the people 
back. Sometimes an

Asked if he 
believed Walter’s story, as given in his 
attorney’s statement to the authorities 
'and the newspapers, Ralph replied that 
he did believe it. 
' According to counsel for the defense, 
|tjZe minutes showed that Chief of Police 
|Frank Cody of New Rochelle was ques- 
j tioned about a revolver which he had 
turned over to Ward, then Chairman of 
|the New Rochelle Police Commission, 
; but that he could not fdentify it as the 
revolver produced by Ward as the one 
}used by Peters in the alleged pistol bat- 
tle. Ward’s counsel said the prosecu- 
j tion had been unfair in failing to intro- 
duce evidence showing that a revolver 
of the same number as that alleged to 
have been used by Peters had been 
‘shipped by its makers to a hardware 
; B8tore in Savannah, Ga., near Paris Is- 
land, S..C., the United States Marine 
training station, which Peters left on 
May 14. The defense also pointed out

Housemaid Before Grand Jury. 


The.record showed that Amy Mild, the 
Wards’ Finnish cook, was questioned 
| about taking a newspaper with the story 
,of Ward’s surrender on May 22 to Mrs. 


Ward, and that Lulu Barrows, the maid, 
‘Was examined as to her occupancy of 
,the next room to Ward's in the house 
at New Rochelle. 

According to counsel for the defense, 
Auckland B. Cordner, foreman of the 
,Grand Jury, played a leading part in 
the examination of witnesses,’ telling 
them that they could not He to the 
Grand Jury. Cordner was recently ac- 
cused by Ward’s counsel of browbeating 
witnesses and forcing the indictment for 
first degree murder because of personal 
animus against Ward, growing out of 
‘New Rochelle politics. 

Allan R. Campbell of Ward’s counsel 
said that his inspection of the minutes 
had convinced him that the indictment 
was found on insufficient evidence. He 
will move for the dismissal of the in- 
dictment the latter part of this week. 
‘In his analysis of the evidence for this 
purpose, he said, he used the statement 
‘made by Ward's attorneys on May 22, 
when they surrendered Ward, as the 
‘basis. In this statement the attorneys 
gave Ward's version of self-defense, 
which they depend upon to prove that 
the killing was justifiable.

Still he 
refused to answer. Ralph Ward was 
later taken before Justice MorschavSer, 
who ruled that he was not obliged to 
tell the Grand Jury what his father had 
told him as coming from Walter, as this 
was hearsay and therefore not legal evi- 
dence.

YALE JEW BLAMES HARVARD. 


Rabbi Mann Says it Attempted to 
Imitate Policy of the Czars. 


BOSTON, July 3.—Harvard’s reputed 
attitude toward Jews was criticised to- 
day by Rabbi Louis L. Mann of New 
Haven, a lecturer at Yale, in a report 
on ‘The Relation of Judaism to De- 
mocracy,’’ presented here at a meeting 
of the National Council of Education. 

“That the press, public opinion and 
the alumni of Harvard would not stand 
for Harvard’s recent attempt to bar 
Jews as Jews from the University,’’ he 
said, ‘‘{s as great a tribute to the 
soundness of American democracy as it 
is. to the eternal shame of Harvard for 
attempting it. 

“Tf limitation of members is necessary 
such qualifications should be equally 
applicable to Catholic, Protestant and 
Jew. Harvard's attempt to imitate the 
Czars of Russia would create for future 
generations the same problems that old 
Russia created for this generation in 
Russia.”’

President Harding will be back in 
Washington by Monday, and a “ show- 
down" is expected at that time. It is 
considerea probable that arbitration by 
a Government commission will be sug- 
gested, if no other solution is found by 
that time. Steps also may be ordered to 
increase coal production by reopening 
some of the mines now closed by the 
strike, 

Reports were circulated that it had 
been intended to place suggestions on 
the part of the Government before the 
meeting today, but that the situation 
faced was so tense that delay was de- 
cided upon. There has been evidence 
of bad feeling between some of the oper- 
ators and leaders of the miners. An at- 
tempt to bring matters to a climax by 
submitting Government suggestions to- 
da. might Have resulted in an even 
more serious’ breach. 

At the meeting fhe operators are re- 
ported to have submitted a program for 
regional wage conferences, which was 
rejected by the miners with scant con- 
sideration, the leaders of the workers 
reiterating their assertions that they 
would agree to confer-only.on the four- 
State or national basis.

FOR THE CITY TODAY 


Police and Firemen to Keep 
Close Watch for ‘Bootleggers’ 
of Forbidden Fireworks. 


1/125 CONCERTS TO BE GIVEN 


Music, Speeches and Games Will Be 
Features of Celebrations in 
the Public Parks. | 


Rigid enforcement of ‘‘safe and sane 
Fourth "’ regulations, which began sev- 
eral days ago, will reach its maximum 
today when practically the entire Po- 
jlice and Fire Departments will be on 
the lookout for ‘‘ bootleggers ’’ in fire- 
works, the sale of which is forbidden 
in this.city. The policemen and fire- 
men will confiscate all stocks of fire- 
works, balloons, sparklers and other in- 
flammables or explosives, including 
caps, cartridges, pistols, toy or genuine, 
and persons selling such articles will be 
arrested. 

Fire Commissioner Thomas J. Drén- 
inan, acting in accordance with Mayor 
Hylan’s desire for a ‘Safe and sane 
Fourth,’’ yesterday ordered a round-up 
of street vendors anu storekeepers sell- 


ing fireworks, and particularly directed 
the attention of the department’s inspec- 
tors to the so-called ‘‘ electric spark- 
lers,’’ the sale of which, he said, was a 
distinct violation of the law and dan- 
gerous to life. 

The. Commissioner warned parents 
against the use of sparklers by their 
children. ‘' These sparklers are a ecm-~ 
position of phosphorus, and carbon,'’ he 
declared. ‘' The carbon, after the phos- 
phorus burns out, is a mass of white hot 
metal which will very easily ignite any 
flimsy fabric it ‘may touch, Sparklers 
are extremely dangerous in the hands 
of children.”’ 2 

The Fire Commissioner ordered Chief 
Thomas J. Hayes, in charge of the Bu- 
reau of Fire Prevention, to put his en- 
tire force of 125 Inspectors at work in 
enforcing the ordinance prohibiting the 
sale of firewgrks. In addition, the Com- 
missioner ordered 300 firemen to gather 
evidence of violations. 


One Firm Loses Perndét. 


As a result of yesterday’s activities by 
John F. Dixon, Assistant Inspector of 
Combustibles, and Themas A. Larkin, 
Deputy Chief Inspector, several dozen 
vendors of “"‘sparklers’’ on Nassau 
Street were served with summonses and 


| their wares confiscated. The permit of 
one of the four wholesale houses to 
which special permits had been issued 
for the sale of fireworks ‘‘to persons 
outside the city ’’ was seised as a result 
of an alleged violation of the law. The 
concern was H. Wagner of 34 Park Row. 

The illicit sale of fireworks by cigar 
and candy store owners led to a drive 
against these stores yesterday and ef- 
forts will be redoubled today to sup- 
press such Activities. An observer in 
the High Bridge section yesterday re- 
ported that shopkeepers were inviting 
children to make their purchases of fire- 
works “at the back door.” 

A sharp watch for false alarms also 
will be maintained by firemen and 
patrolmen, and persons sending them in 
will be arrested and prosecuted, said 
Commissioner Drennan. 

Acting Fire Chief *' meer. Joe’’ Mar- 
tin will direct the firefighting forces to 
the end that Fourth of July conflagra- 
tions may be kept at a minimum. He 
said yesterday that since the discon- 
tinuance of the retail sale of fireworks 
the number of fires on the Fourth of 
July has been below the daily normal.

CLASH OVER PACIFIC MAIL. | 


Ocean Steamsh!p Company Demands 
Doubling of Present Pay. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—The contract 
between the Post Office Department and 
the Ocean Steamship Company of San 
Francisco for the transmission of mail 
by the company’s steamers from the Pa- 
cific coast to -Australla and various 
South Pacific ports, having expired Sat- 
urday, plans were being considered to- 
day by the Government to meet the sit- 
uation at once. 

Officials of the Ocan company noti- 
fied the department tnat they would sus- 
pend all operations of steamers unless 
the Government paid evuble the amount 
now stipulated for handling mail. The 
department was disinclined to meet sthe 
increase, but state@? that if the com- 


pany would continue handling mail for 
a period of several months at the exist- 
ing rates, the question would be placed 
before Congress witsu u request for an 
appropriation to méet the issue... At 
present, it was stated, the department 
was without funds to meet the demand 
of the company. 

The Shipping Board and the Navy De- 
partment have favored granting the de- 
mands of the steamship company, but 
the Postmaster General was represented 
as being of the opinion that if the same 
business could be handled by a foreign 
hipping concern for approximately 
100,000 a year it would be poor busi- 
mess, to pay the Ocean company the 
approximately $360,000 Which it de- 
mands. He will make no final decision, 
however, pending advices from the com- 
pany concerning his proposal to ask 
Congress for f@nds to deal with the 
question. 


PATRIARCH TIKON IN JAIL. 


Monastery Where He Is Confined a 
Soviet Concentration Camp. 


Copyright, 1922, by The Chicago Tribune Co: 
RIGA, July 3.—Despite Bolshevist 
statements to the contrary, Patriarch Ti- 
kon, former head of the Orthodox Gree 
. 
Church in Russia, is now jailed, accord- 
ing to Archbishop John, the head of the 
Orthodox Church in the Baltic States. 
He declares that the Don monastery, 
where the patriarch is confined, is really 
& concentration camp where the Bolshe- 
viki are holding prominent Russians who 
are considered dangerous. 

Archbishop John reported that Patri- 
arch Tikon never resigned and _ that 
when the crisis came the patriarch 
asked Metropolitan Benjamin to admin- 
ister the affairs of the church. ‘He says 
the Bolsheviki sent the patriarch to the 
eee and turned Metropolitan John 
over to the Petrograd, Revolutionary 
Tribunal, which sentenced the latter to 
three years in prisgn at hard labor. 

Archbishop ohn says that Bishop 
Antonin, at present controlling . the 
church, is reparing for the church 
convention Which will open at Mostow 
this month. He says that hand-picked 
delegates will oust Patriarch Tikon and 
give the control of the church to the 
Soviet. The Archbishop has received a 
report stating that Patriarch Tikon is 
living in a small cell, is not permitted 
to write letters and is registered in 
prison as Citizen Belivan. j 

Archbishop John also reports that the 
Soviets have commandeered Roshehie- 
vinsky Abbey, where the nuns occupy 
one-half the building and Polish pris- 
oners the remainder. The Bolsheviki 
are holding many foreigners prisoner in 


Ancravesky Monastery, which is near 
Mo: ow.

Six young artists have won the Sta- 
dium auditions for soloists to appear 
with the Philharmonic Orchestra in its 
six weeks of nightly concerts, opening 
Thursday on the City College athletic 
field. The winners, among 700 actually 
heard, are Helen Jeffrey, the violinist, 
of Albany; May Korb, soprano, of New- 
ark; Louis Dornay, tenor, and William 
Simmons, baritone, both of this city, and 
Frank Sheridan and Harry Kaufman, 
local pianists, the latter accompanist to 
Zimbalist for several years. 

More than 1,100 applicants were con- 
sidered by Mrs. Cowen’s committee, Of 
these, 1 came too late, while nearly 
800 were persuaded not to contest, in 
view of lack of training to meet the 
standard of the Philharmonic.

GERMANY’S FOURTH OF JULY. 

It is apparently accidental that the 
day we celebrate has been chosen by 
parties of the Left in Germany for 
@ half-day strike and demonstration 
{in favor of the proposed law for the 
** defense of the republic.’’ That law, 
giving the Government much greater 
power to run down and punish revo- 
lutionary plots—specifically, monarch- 
ist and reactionary plots—is to be 
presented to the Reichstag today, if 
the preliminary sanction of the Fed- 
eral Council is obtained as expected. 
And while the Reichstag. delibcrates, 
some hundreds of thousands of pa- 
raders are to sweep through the West 
End of Berlin as a reminder to the 


+> wpper classes that the law has popu- 


lar support. 

Everything is being done, 
ently, to prevent disorder. Leaders of 
the demonstrants have impressed on 
the crowds the necessity of keeping 
the peace. Not impossibly there will 
be Communists among the marchers 
who will count on the improbability 
that the Government would use force 
against a radical demonstration in this 
crisis, and may try to provoke trouble. 
But so far as can be foreseen, the 
masses will be orderly, and probably 
any local distartance will easily be 
rejressed. Fr, to all, the marchers 
exvept out-and-out Communists, the 
fain thing is to get this law through 
the Reichstag. 

There are rumors that, to make up 
the needed two-thirds majority, Chan- 
cellor WirtH has had to angle for 
Bavarian votes, and has got them by 
promising the Bavarian Premier, Lrr- 
CHENFELD, that the powers given by 
the new law to the Central Govern- 
ment, overriding previous restrictions 
of States’ rights, will not be offensively 
exercised in Bavaria. Since most of 
the men at whom the new law is 
aimed live in Bavaria, that may be a 
dangerous concession. Yet the Gov- 
ernment, and the republic, will be 
far stronger if the law is passed. 
Americans who still remember what 
the Fourth of July means may hope

F that the law will be passed so that 


hereafter the day will mean something 
in Germany, too. For the cause rep- 
resented by the republican marchers 
in Berlin today is essentially the same 
cause for which America stood in 
1776.. The remarkable account of the 
ex-Kaiser’s present views, published 
yesterday by THE TIMEs, makes it 
clear that monarchists are still in his 
counsels. If he has given up i.ope 
ef a. personal restoration, it is not 
60 certain that he thinks that the 
HOHENZOLLERNS are done for in Ger- 
many.

AN OUTLAW STRIKE. 

Hitherto outlaw strikes have been 
those contrary to union laws. The 
present railway strike is an outlaw by 
mutual excommunication of the strik- 
ers and the Labor Board. Mr. JeweE.u 
says for the strikers that ‘‘ the issues 
** on which the strike is cailed are not 
‘* issues which are pending before the 
‘““poard.’’ That is a fine theory. But 
the fact is that the railway executives 
will do business with the board and 
will not'with the strikers. The latter 
may appeal from the board to the rail- 
way managers, but meanwhile they 
will -be idle. 

The Labor Board refuses to recog- 
nize Mr. JEwr_t as enthusiastically as 
he refuses to recognize it. Those work- 
ing under the board’s conditions ere 
the only railway employés visible to 
the borrd. They are neither scabs 
nor atrike-breakers, but merely svc- 


 cessors to jobs vacated by the strikers, 


who no longer have any claim to the 


workers who accept its control, and 
the country is bound to stand by the 
board. "AGN 

Railway strikes are acute diseases, 
not chronic. There is no possibility 
that the railway strike will drag ulong 
for weeks or months, in the nanner 
of the coal strike. The question of 
wages and working conditions is not 
the question of present importance. 
The real question is, Who runs the 
railways? We shall soon know. 


A SHORT CIVIL WAR. 

Even in Ireland, that land, of contra- 
dictions, or at least of contradictious 
people, nothing succeeds like success, 
and nothing fails like failure. This 
fact gives warrant for hoping that the 
fighting between the Free State forces 
and the rebels will be of brief dura- 
tion. Thus far the Provisional Gov- 
ernment has shown excellent judg- 
ment. It bided its time until the jus- 
tice of Ats cause was clear, and until 
it had made sure that a body of dis- 
ciplined soldiers was ready to execute 
its pans. Then it struck, and struck 
hard. After the capture of the cen- 
tral stronghold of the Repubticans in 
Dublin, their other improvised for- 
tresses fell rapidly one after another, 
and surrenders became the rule. It is 
auspicious also that the municipal au- 
thorities in various places have vied 
with influential priests in appealing to 
the rebels to abandon the useless con- 
flict and to prevent further bloodshed. 
Even in Donegal and other outlying 
counties the Free State commands 
seem to have been generally success- 
ful in taking or dispersing the irregu- 
lar bands. Thus: the promise of 
speedy peace has been greatly bright- 
ened by the operations of the past 
four days. 

It has been frequently and optimis- 
tically said that the Easter rebellion 
of 1916, futile though it was at the 
time being, had the effect of enabling 
Ireland to “‘ find her soul.” If so, it 
was certainly a troubled soul, not so 
different from the one with which Ire- 
land's tragic history had before made 
the world familiar. During the pres- 
old suspicians and old 
epithets have been put to fresh uses.

THE PERILOUS TARIFF BILL. 


It may be true, as the Washington 
correspondent of The Chicago Tribune 
writes, that ‘‘ some Republican leaders 
‘“‘ have bégun to doubt the wisdom of 
‘‘ passing "" the Tariff bill just before 
the Congressional elections, but it is 
too late to nourish these doubts. The 
agnostic position of the Republican 
platform of 1920 about the tariff was 
sound. In spite of it, the Republicans 
have prepared a tariff in what Mr. 
McCuMBER admits to be ‘ the worst 
But they 
If they could have! 
hurried the thing through a year ago, | 
its political results might have been | 
less serious. They have dawdled and | 
delayed, month after month; and at | 
every stage of the bill it has grown 
worse. The Republican opposition to 
it in the press has been far greater 
than any previous Republican tariff 
bill excited. Indeed, all tariffs past 
do stand excused in this; and the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff looks moderate 
in comparison. 

A long period of conference on the 
disagreements between the House and 
the Senate is to be expected. Will the 
final enactment come before, or much 
before, at the best, Oct. 1, just a little 
more than a month prior to the elec- 
tion? The Republican policy is to 
unite the farmers, the manufacturers 
and their employés under a complex 
of protection in which all of them 
shall have a copious share of the 
swag. Leaving aside Mr, BLAIN®’s 
policy of reciprocity, which he en- 
forced upon his party, the McKinley 
bill of 1890 was made on the same 
principle. To give the farmers their 
share, duties on agricultural stuff 
were jacked up. Thus the duty on 
barley was increased from 10 to 30 
cents a bushel, ‘on potatoes from 15 
to 25 cents, and so on.

COAL STRIKE POTENTIALITIES. 

In his address to the coal operators 
and miners before hitting the home 
trail, President Harpina laid before 
them a double program. During 
‘* three months to a day '’ the mining 
of coal had been largely suspended, 
with the result of '’ panicky conditions 
‘‘ which encouraged profiteering, men- 
‘*aced our industries and hampered 
‘* our varied public services.’’ The 
time had come when the Government 
felt ‘‘an obligation to see that the 
‘‘common American interests shall 
‘* not be menaced by a protracted lack 
‘‘ of fuel.’’ The first requisite is that 
enough of the mines now shut down 
shall be opened for operation to pro- 
vide for manufacture and transpor- 
tation. The means to that end are 
sufficiently indicated by the prece- 
dents of similar strikes under WILSON 
and Roossve.t. A further brief delay 
would be granted the operators and 
strike leaders to settle their own dis- 
putes; but, that failing, ‘‘ the servants 
** of the American people will be called 
‘*to the task in the name of Amert- 
‘‘ oan safety.’’ 

The second part of the program was 
of larger import. The underlying 
cause of this, as of other coal strikes, 
lies in the grotesque disorganization of 
the industry—‘‘ the excess develop- 
‘“ment of a producing capacity in 
‘‘ both tonnage available and miners 
‘* to work it.’’ ‘‘ No American actiy- 
‘ity can be held secure where em- 
‘* ployment is compensated on a base 
‘* of half-time or two-thirds of the 
‘* normal, natural work period of an 
‘* American wage earner.'’ In brief, 
the industry requir-s to be thoroughly 
overhauled and reorganized on a prac- 
tical, economic basis. The precise 
method is not indicated, but for several 
weeks our dispatches from Washing- 
ton have predicted an administrative 
tribunal on the order of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. By the recent 
Packers and Stockyards act, an ad- 
ministrative tribunal was set up with- 
in the Department of Agriculture, with 
the Secretary as its chief. Secre- 
tary Hoover and Attorney General 
DAUGHERTY have been practicing a 
similar method in regulating trade as- 
sociations. A tendency toward this 
latter form of administration, cen- 


‘tring in the Cabinet, is suggested by 


the prominence of Secretaries Faun, 
Hoover and Davis fn the current ne- 
gotiations. 

President Harpinac is manifestly 
aware of the many objections to such 
an extension of the administrative 
tribunal. Repeatedly and eloquently 
he called {upon miners and operators 
to do‘their own housecleaning. ‘‘ The 
‘*‘ Government has no desire to in- 
** trude, itself into the field of your 
7 activities.” ‘We. wish you who 
‘* best know the way to solution to 


‘* reach it among yourselves in a man- 
‘‘ner to command the sanction of 
‘* American public. opinion.’’ But, 
failing to do that with measurable 
promptness,’’ the warring parties are 
informed that ‘‘ Government aid will 
be available ’’ at their call. Labor ond 
capital have rights, ‘‘ but, above all 
‘* else, the American public has the 
‘‘ right to be freed from these recur- 
‘‘ ring anxieties.’’ 


GIFTS WITHOUT STRINGS. 

The recent million-dollar gift of 
JoHN D. ROCKEFELLER Jr. to the Mu- 
seum of Natural History and his gift 
of $200,000 to the American Academy 
in Rome, announced yesterday, are 
enhanced in value because there are 
no strings tied to them. They are. 
given without condition because of a 
realization of the ‘‘ unwisdom of seek- 
‘‘ ing to forecast the requirements of 
“the distant 
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ment in perpetuity.’’ The senior Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER himself, a few months 
ago, set an example by giving to his 
own Foundation authority to spend 
capital as well as interest. It is a 
wholesome tendency in philanthropy 
thus to grant those to whom funds 
are committed or bequeathed in trust 
discretion to use them as changing 
conditions may determine to be best. 
England has been trying by Par- 
liamentary acts to free for the living 
many trust funds that have not been 
so unconditionally given—trust funds 
the strings of which have through 
years and generations been held by 
dead hands. Among the 40,000 foun- 
dations or trusts created in England 
alone there are such as those whose 
income, was to be used in redeeming 
captives from pirates, in purchasing 
snuff for old ladies in a certain parish, 
or in providing waistcvats of the color 
suggested'by the name of the testator 
for four women each year, though 
such garments are no longer worn. 
These are ludicrous and extreme il- 
lustrations of what comes of trying 
to keep hold of things and control 
them indefinitely. Even if the ‘‘ dead 
hand ’’ can be released by an act of 
Parliament there is generally long 
delay, with expense and’ waste. - 
There have recently been organized 
in several cities of the United States 
trusts for the specific purpose of carry- 
ing gifts and bequests intended for the 
community from one generation to 
the, succeeding generation or genera- 
tions. In New York City a corpora- 
tion, under the name of, The Com- 
munity Trust, was created in Feb- 
ruary, 1920, to perform such a ser- 
vice, primarily for the residents of 
New York City. This trust, through 
its broad powers, mray divert to live 
charities funds left to an originally 
worthy object that may become obso- 
lete. It offers opportunity for men of 
small means, with no direct descen- 
dants, to make contributions to a com- 
mon community fund, and it yields 
like opportunity for men of large | 
means to leave money for community | 
pufposes.

SUPERVISING WALL STREET. 


The DistrictAttorney Explains What 
Laws He Thinks Are Needed. 
Te the Editor af The New York Times: 

May I take this occasion to 
thank you for the commendation ex- 
pressed of this office in your editorial 
of this morning entitled “The Kind 
of Laws Needed ” ? 

It may interest you to know that 
our present Penal Law and Code of 
Criminal Procedure, with slight. amend- 
ments tacked on here and there, dates 
back to 1828. While crime has pro- 
gressed with the times, the penal laws 
and criminal procedure are archaic. 

The only laws which I have advo- 
eated in relation to conditions pre- 
vailing in Wall Street are those which 
will put brokers under the same super- 
vision and control as now is exerted 
over bankers, banks, trust companies 
and insurance companies by the ‘laws 
of New York. You certainly would not 
suggest a return to the old conditions 
which existed before the present bank- 
ing law and insurance law of this State 
were passed. It is a recognized fact 
that New York bank's, trust companies 
and insurance companies are the strong- 
est in the world. Is it~ asking too 
much to protect Investors in the same 
manner that we protect depositors? 

Such supervision and visitation of 
the brokerage business’as is now con- 
ducted in regard to the banking busi- 
ness would have prevented such failures 
as Dier & Co., 
might mention, where the assets have 
been less than 2 per cent. of the lia- 
bilities. It is impossible to conceive that 
a banking concern, as at present super- 
vised by the State Banking Superin- 
tendent, could continue to waste its 
assets until they were less than 2 per 
cent. of its liabilities. Supervision would 
also prevent bucketing by brokers, be- 
cause the State Banking Superin- 
tendent, on inspection of the broker's 
books, could quickly see when bucket- 
ing is being done by the broker. Is it 
not better to prevent crime than to 
prosecute criminals? 

Suppose, however, under supervision 
a broker should violate the law, what 
would happen? The fact that a brokér 
applies for a license and places himself 
under State supervision, automatically 
operates as a waiver on his part of his 
constitutional privilege and places his 
books nd only at the disposal of the 
State Department having supervision 
of his business, but also at the disposal 
of the District Attorney to prosecute 
him for any crime shown by the books.

VISITS RIVERHEAD STATION 


Views With Interest Steps Taken 


by Expert There to Reduce 


Aerial Interference. 


Senator Marconi yesterday inspected 
the trans-oceanic receiving station of the 
Radio Corporation of America at River- 
head, L. I.—the largest station of its | 
kind in the world—and there discussed | 
static interference with Roy A. Weagant, 
the consulting engineer of the Radio Cor- | 
poration, who has been studying the 
static problem intensively for seven | 
years. 

The inventor of the first system of 
wireless communication was interested in 
the work on static at the Riverhead | 
station because of his own study of the 
problem, and for nearly two hours the} 
two experts inspected the anti-static de- 
joer and methods ‘at the station and | 
talked them over in the shanty where | 
Mr. Weagant does his work. They 
agreed on one thing—that static in wire- 
| less may be reduced but probably may 
never be entirely eliminated. 

Mr. Weagant has‘ devised most of the 
methods now in use here for fighting 
the “wild ’’ interference of static with | 
the regular signals from stations thou- | 
sands of: miles: distant.

PARIS, July 3.—For almost the first 
time in its history, cheers were raised 
today in the Court of Cassation, 


Supreme Court of France, in honor of 
a visit and a short address by Solicitor 
General James M. Beck. 

Mr. Beck had been entertained at 
luncheon by Minister of Justice Bar- 
thou, with Marshal Foch and ‘some of 
the principal legal luminaries of the 
country ag the only other guests, and it 
was after the luncheon that he paid a 
visit to the courts, 

When he appeared in the Civil Court, 
Procurator General Merillion invited him 
to sit on the bench with the judges and 
the hearing was suspended while the 
First President of the Court, M. Sarrut, 
welcomed the visitor. The Solicitor Gen- 
eral in his reply said that in French 
as in English the words justice and 
liberty were the same in sound as well 
as in sense. It was for that reason and 
because they were different in German 
that America had come to fight on the 
side of France in the war. The'4wo 
countries stood for the same principles 
and must continue to do so, It was to 
the supreme glory of France that in the 
name of right she had consented to 
such .ntold sacrificeg.

LONDON, July 3—Two famous women 
tennis players, Mile. Suzanne Lenglen 
and Mrs..Mallory, each advanced a stage 
in the ladies’ singles easily at Wimble- 
don today. In the case of Mlle, Lenglen 
{ft was a veritable walk-over. She was 
pitted against Miss Evelyn L. Colyer, a 
young English girl who !s_ generally 

nsidered to have a great tennis future 
before her; but today Miss Colyer was 
Palpably overcome by having to meet 
the French champion and failed entirely 
to do herself justice. She was beaten 
by two love sets and until the end of 
the fifth game in the first round seemed 
unable to keep up a single rally. In 
that game, however, deuce was called 
three times, but, Mlle. Lenglen won in 
the end by a hard return just out of 
Miss Colyer’s reach on her right. 

The second set was rather more inter- 
esting. Miss Colyer made Mile. Lenglen 
extend herself a little in several rallies, 
but generally lost them in the end by 
Weak returns into the net or by hitting 
out. Once again it was in the fifth 
game that she gave Mile. Lenglen the 
most trouble and took the score to deuce. 
However, the result was never in doubt 
and the champion scored the; winning 
stroke of the match by a brilliant dash 
up to the net ‘and a smash of the ball 
past her opponent. 

Mrs. Mallory Wins Easily. 


Mrs. Mallory’s match with Mrs. Parton 
was more interesting, although scarcely 
less decisive, as she won the first set by 
6 to 2 and the second by 6 to 1. The 
American carried off the first three 
games, but all of them went to deuce 
and, wefe marked by strong rallies. 
Neither of the players took liberties with

Mallory’s service, Mrs. Parton brought 
the score to deuce by a brilliant back- 
hand stroke at the end of a long rally, 
which just shot past Mrs. Mallory to 
her right.

She kept Mrs. Parton running vigor-

she brought off some wonderful back- 
hand strokes, she was never comforta- 
ble. Mrs. Mallory lost the fourth game 
of the set, and the next game was the 
most keenly contested of the series, with 
several hot rallies; but there was really 
very little in it and Mrs. Mallory domi- 
nated the courts easily in the last two 
games, thus winning the set and match.

The French star assured 
The Associated Press today that she was 
going to play, as she had been strongly 
advised to do so, but many persons say 
they will not be convinced until the two 
women actually appear on the court for 
play.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Turnover - in Stocks Smallest 
Since War’s Close—Cotton 


Has Brisk Rise. | 


\ 


The character of yesterday's steck 
market ig best told. by the fact that 
; the volume of trading, which totaled 
228,500 shares, is the smallest on rec- 
,ord since the close ofthe war for a 
full five-hour period. Not since Sept. 
/ 253, 1918, has the turnover dwindled to 
; such low proportions as that of yes- 
, terday. It was a day devoid of interest 
{except for one or two outstanding 
| features apart from the range of stock 
: market activities. 

Of chief importance was the report of 
; the Department of Agriculture on the 
| condition of the cotton crop as of June 
Yesterday's figure was 71.2 per 
‘eent. as compared with €9.6 a month 
/aga It had been expected that the 
favorable weather which has prevailed 
i kecently in the cotton belt would pro- 
vide a condition figure in the neighbor- 
{hood of 73, and yesterday's develop- 
‘ment therefore came in the nature of 
a. big surprise. and threw the cotton 
| market into a state of excitement that 
p pekes the way for a rapid upturn in 
prices. Just before the condition figure 
was flashed in the afternoon October 
had sold at 21.55, and from then on 
there was an eager bidding for con- 
tracts which sent prices up 10 and 20 
points at a jump. In the October posi- 
tion the gain was more than $8 a bale, 
| practically all of which was made in 
| the last hour and a half of trading. 
The importance of yesterday's condi-

| tion figure can be realized from the 
| fact that it stood 5.7 points below the

Dullest Day in Four Years. 

The conspicuous feature of yesterday's 
stock market trading was dullness of 
trading. Most traders and. speculators 
were oyt of town over the holiday, and 
even most of the Governors who had 
voted to keep the Exchange open were 
absent, from the floor. Total sales for 
the day aggregated 223,500 shares, the 
smallest since before the armistice «r 
since Sept. 23, 1918, when the total was 
238,620 shares.

Liberty and Corporation Bonds. 


One of the features of the recent bond 
markets is the fact that the Liberty 
issues, which in former days have 
far outrun the corporate bonds in 
volume, are falling behind, and the cor- 
porate bonds now make up the largest 
part of the day-to-day transactions. 
This is practically the first time since 
the Liberty Bonds were issued that their 
sales have fallen behind those of cor- 
porate securities. The reason, of course, 
is that many of the blocks of Liberty 
issues purchased in the upswing of the 
last few months have been taken for 


investment purposes strictly, are defin- 
itely out of the market, and will. be 
until maturity. Then, too, the specu- 
lative feature has just about disap- 
peared as a factor in the Liberty Bond 
market. With most of these issues sell- 
ing at a 10 to 15 per cent. depreciation 
—as all of them did—there was an in- 
centive for those with blocks of idle 
funds to buy them for the rise, which 
materialized quickly. There probably 
will be further advances in Liberty 
Bonds, but the opinion is very general 
that they will hold around current 
levels for the balance of the year.

The Weakness in Marks. 


The weakness in German marks yes- 


terday, in which they sold at .022%, 


cents, a new low record for all time, 
was attributed to bankers here to Lon- 
don’s opinion that the Hugo Stinnes 
theory of ‘‘det the mark go to smash,”’ 
is getting the upper hand in Germany. 
London sold the mark right and left in 
every market yesterday, pressing them 
for sale very heavily in New York.

Du Pont and General Motors. 


In the minds of a great miany people 
in the financial district, the sudden ac- 
tivity in General Motors and the burst 
of strength in Du Pont de Neumors, 
which advanced the latter to 144, a gain 
of 13% points for the day, were not un- 
related. Back of both was the report 
that the two most popular units of Gen- 
eral Motors have made sufficient profits 


in the first half year to warrant a re- 
sumption of dividends. The net for the 
first six months of 1922 was in the 
neighborhood of $24,000,000, or at the 
rate of about $2 per share. The agita- 
tion for a resumption of dividends by 
some of the General Motors interests 
means a great deal to the Du Pont 
corporation through its ownership of 
stock in the former corporation.

Hé explained that ‘it 
was the practice of the Exchange at- 
thorities to suspend all regular meetings 
during the Summer and only ¢éall inéet- 
ings when business accumulated. 

He denied that there had been @ sé- 
cret meeting of insurgent members or 
that a petition to oust all of the execu. 
tives including the President and Board 


of. Governors, had been circulated by 
members . wha were opposed to their 
course during the recent period of rec- 
jord-breaking ‘suspensions of brokers, 
most of whom were members of the Con- 
solidated “Exchange. 
Mr. Silkworth wala that the only men 
who could assail him at the present time 
were the. bucket shop: or illegitimate 
brokers, ‘‘as I have. stepped on the 
toes of some of these people in thé re- 
cent past.’’ 

No member of the Board of Govérnors 


had been asked to resign, Mr.: Silkworth 
said. He also said there was no truth 
in a report that @ near relative of: an 
official of the Exchange had been ém- 
ployed by E. M. Fuller.& Co., who failed 
jlast week, at a salary of $5,000 a year, 
despite the fact that he had no previous 
; financial experience.

WASHINGTON, July 8.—The Senate 
was unable to hold a quorum today and 


was forced to recéss until Wednesday 
after it had approved a tariff rate of 
5 cents a pound on unhShelled almonds. 
A Wote 6h the committee rate of 15 cents 
a pouhd 6n shelled almonds went over. 
The threé houts the Senate was in 
session were taken up with this: discus- 
| Sion, Senator Johnson, Republican, Cali- 
fornia, leading a fight for the commit- 


tee rates Bnd Sehator Walsh of “Massa- 
chusetts, a Dembdcratic member of the 
Finahte Committee, opposing — them. 
Senator Walsh sought te have the Sen- 
ate approve the House rate ‘of 4 cents 
& pound on unshelled almonds, but was 
unsuccessful. 

he Massabhusstts Senator declared 
‘the duties proposed would be a burden 
on the candy industry, which he said 
was the twenty-eighth largest industry 
in this country, employing 400,000 per- 
sons. He argued “that. 85 per cent. of 
the almonds used in this country had 
to bégimported and‘ that the ‘duties frn- 
posed Were unjustified. He said also 
that duties were imposed upon seventy- 
seven raw .matérials used “in this in- 
dustry and that necessarily these duties 
would have to,,be reflectéd in prices to 
the consumer. ‘ 

Contending that within seven years 


Califorfnia could produce all of the 
almonds necessary for the domestic 


market, Sehator Johnson told the Senate, 


the rates proposed were necesSary to 
equalize production cdsts -here and 
abroad. He said the cantly industry ad- 
mittediy had made profits of 300 per 
eent,, “nd that since it had asked, for 
tariff protection of 50 per cent. and re- 
céived a rate of 40 per cent., it should 
not oppose protection to the alfnond pro- 
ducers of his State.

‘** It would be a great inconvenience to 
the public to stop the operation of this 
bus line. - It seems to be the only means 
of transit available at the presenf time 
for the residents of Washington Heights 
to connect with the Dyckman Street 
ferry. This ferry, during the Summer 
season, is in great demand, and the 
public should have every opportunity of 
reaching it with some degree of comfort. 

‘“*Such an emergency existing, which 
amounts to a continuing necessity in 
this locality, I hold that the municipal- 
ity, for the time being at least, is within 
its powers in establishing and operating 
this particular bus line.” 


CHICAGO BANK TOTALS UP. 


Large Savings Gains Contrast With 
Decrease at Previous Call. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHIGAGO, July 3.—Perhaps the best 
indication of the gradual return to pros- 
perity in the Middle West is afforded in 
reports of condition last Friday, made 
public today, of the Chicago banks, in 
response to a call for statements issued 
by the Controller of the Currency and 
the Illinois State Auditor. 

A summary of these reports shows a 
considerable reduction in loans and an 
even larger increase in deposits, partic- 
ularly in savings deposits. Resumption 
of building operations in particular is re- 
flected in the increase in wage earners’ 
se deposits. 

Taking the national and State banks 
together, savings deposits increased $12,- 
175,000—$10,062,000 State and $2,113,000 
national—between May 5, the date of the 
last previous calls, and June 30. This 
more than offset a decline of about 
$9,000,000 between March 10 and May 5. 

State and national banks show respec- 
tive Increases of $57,209,000 and $5,451,- 
000 in aggregate deposits. 

The national banks show a slight in- 
crease of $869,000 in loans and discounts, 
while the State banks show loans fle- 
clined $41,064,000, a reduction for all of 
$40,195,000. 

Cash resources’ increased $49,774,000, 
with the State and national banks show- 
ing respective increase of  &39,150,000 
and $10,623,000. This is In sharp con- 
trast with a decline of nearly $2,000,000 
shown by all the banks between March 
10 and May 5.

Lutz of the American Railway Express, 
in charge of accounts, to the general 


campaign which the express people have 


been waging to bring the express busi- 
ness up to 1C0 per cent., or as near it 
as possible. , 

Thousands of cases of erroneous and 
illegible billing are developed, Mr. Lutz 
points out, every month by the account- 
ing department. Every one of these de- 
fective waybills must receive individual 
investigation and treatment through 
correspondence. The errors in question 
are not confined to any particular -part 
of the country, and these errors take 
many forms. 

There is the practice of waybilling 
collect shipments direct to non-office 
points in order to save the trouble of 
referring to express tariff lists to ascer- 
tain whether or not there is an express 
office at the point in question. . Then, 
there’s the error made in affixing the 
right waybills to the wrong shipments, 
or the making out of the waybill in poor 
and illegible handwriting, the use of 
poor «carbon, carelessness in pasting 
waybills onto shipments, not to mention 
the performance, which is more charac-, 
terized by speed than efficiency. These 
are a few of the things which go to make 
up a large proportion of the unsatis- 
factory records. 

The waybill with its supporting parts 
is the most essential document which 
reaches the accounting department. It 
is worse than useless as an accounting 
feature unless it is correctly and legibly 
prepared. The importance of the way- 
bill cannot be overemphasized to all 
waybill makers, callers, messengers and 
other agency employes, says Mr. Lutz, 
adding that ‘‘ the greater proportion of 
the difficulties which the district ac- 
counting bureaus and regional account- 
ing departments are encountering at 
present in verifying the reporting of 
charges, in abstract checking and send- 
ing out tracers for the settlement of un- 
reported waybills, andNn the correct ap- 

ortionment of express revenue to tne 
nterested railroad companies with which 
the express company has eontracts, is 
due entirely to the erroneous or careless 
preparation and handling of waybills.” 

There was a time in the history of the 
express business, says the Vice Presi- 
dent, when waybills were works of art, 
but, he points out, that an examination 
of those prepared at present Indicate 
that much of the excellence of the old 
express handwriting has disappeared. 


Proper Waybill Tells Clear Story. 


The waybill will tell a complete and 
satisfactory story if it is properly filled 
out, and the waybill forms in use, says 
the Vice President, do not possess any 
unnecessary features, each item of in- 
formation called for by the blanks on 
the form being needed, either to fulfill 
the requirements of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission or as a basis for 
compiling information ay the guidance 
of the executive officets and in carry- 
ing out the contractual relations of the 
express company with the railroad com- 
panies. 


Many accounting 


department of the express company 
which do not show the name of the 
originating office, although the name of 
the forwarding agency and the waybill 
number are plainly printed to be filled 
in on all forms. It is thought that this 
is due to failure in the matter of requi- 
sitions for waybills and the consequent 
use of emergency supplies of skeleton 
waybills which do not show the point 
of origin, and the failure to stamp or 
write the point of origin on such way- 
bills. This puts in circulation a lot of 
documents which do not show the name 
of the originating agency. 

The correct name of the railroad or 
other earrier over which the shipment 
is forwarded should be clearly shown on 
the waybill. The neglect of this point 
results in the incorrect distribution of 
revenue to the carriers which handled 
the shipments. 

Waybills should be filled in completcly 
at point of origin, excepting charges on 
collect waybills, which should be in- 
serted at destination. Instructions re- 
garding billing and all information 
ealled for should be entered on the doc- 
ument in clear-cut fashion and care 
taken that all parts of the document 
show the name of forwarding agency 
and initial carrier, the name of destina- 
tion agency, the name of shipper, name 
and complete address of consignee, and 
if located at non-agency point, the 
nume of agency billed to, also the date 
of forwarding, the number of pieces if 
a lot shipment, sufficient description to 
identify the shipment and indicate the 
weight, value, the amount. of in- 
if a c. o. d. shipment, advances 
part or additional charges on 
collect documents, and express charges 
paid ‘beyond or additional charges on 
prepaid documents. 

It is pointed out that the matter of 
the correct assembling, billing and for- 
warding of lot shipments is one which 
is not receiving proper care at present, 
and as a result many substitute and 
* over’ waybills are being issucd, cov- 
ering portions of lot shipments, and in- 
correct charges are being assessed 
leading to many overcharge claims. 
Great care should be given to the la- 
belling and concentration ef lot ship- 
ments so that each lot shipment will be 
covered by one waybill and be forward- 
ed to its destination intact. 


The Handling of ‘‘ Empties.’’ 


Sufficient attention, also, fs not being 
given to the handling of “ empties '’ in 
return movement, the express company 
says. The improper handling of empty 
milk and cream cans and other) con- 
tainers is an imoprtant securce of tess 
and damage claims. 

The matter of prdaperly arfixing the 
whybill “to the ‘shipment. -of -major 
{mportance, and the successful func- 
tioning of the present system = fs ay 
most entirely dependent, it is said, on 
the correct pasting and adhesion of 
the waybill to the shipment, so as to 
insure the arrival at destination of the 
waybill and delivery sheet intact and 
without mutilation. 

When sufficient care 
is $ecessary to mace 
over waybills and delivery —shects. 
Thousands of these are handled every 
month by the accounting department, 
indicating insufficient care or ia.uffi- 
cient supervision in this mutter. 

When tie original waynill is lost off 
a shipment and th tion agency 
has to prepare a substitute er ever 
wavybill, the accounting depurtment has 
stil greater difficulties, as the original 
waybill bore the transfer and messen- 
ger stamps by means of which the. ex- 
press charges are properly distributed

The stamping of the waybill is an,im- 
portant detail in itself. The correct 
stamping of the waybill is essential and 
every precaution should be taken to uzc 
the ‘correct stamp, to stamp the way- 
pills as the shipments are loaded into

. HOPE FOR CHANNEL TUNNEL.| TO SUE FOR ESTATE TAXES. 


Unpaid Inheritance Levies Stir Dis- 
trict Attorney to Threat. 


Assistant District Attorney Michael A. 
Ford yesterday reported to District At- 


torney Banton that out of 300 letters 
sent to executors of 252 estates which 
had failed to pay inheritance taxes in 
the last twenty years, 124 had been re- 
turned unopened and only $679.54 had 
been paid. The total of the uncollected 


tax was $51,811.24, 


District Attorney Banton’s letter to 


the executors gave notice that unless 
the tax was paid criminal proceedings 
would be instituted on behalf of the 
State Tax Department. The taxes due 
from individual estates ranged from 
$1.18 to $11,544.59. 


“Many instances have been found 


where representatives of the estates in 


question claimed they had been told by 
some official of the State Tax Depart- 
ment that because of their poverty they 
would not need to pay the tax,’’ Mr. 
Ford reported. “A large part of the 
blame can be attributed to lawyers to 
whom .these estates were entrusted for 


management.” 


Baltimore Fire Loss $4,804,000. 


BALTIMORE, July 3.—The fire which 
swept the Locust Point riverfront of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad last night 
caused damage estimated by the com- 
pany at $4,804,900 and seriously threat- 
ened the Public Health Service Hos- 
pital at Fort McHenry. Two elevators 
containing 1,274,000 bushels of grain, 
two warehouses and piers loaded with 
merchandise, a power house, drying 
shed, barges and other structures, crum- 
bled within a furnace that stretched 
along the waterfront over an area of 
six city blocks. Two firemen were se- 
verely injured by falling débris.

~~ SPIRITED ADVANCE 
IN COTTON PRICES 


Market Surprised by Low Con- 
dition Figure—Eager Bid- 
ding for Contracts. 


The June cotton report furnished hs | 


complete a surprise as the department 
has ever issued. Instead of 3 or 4 points’ 
improvement as had been generally ac- 


cepted, the showing came 71.2, a gain | 


of only 1.6 per cent. over last month. 
While acreage figures were placed at 
84,852,000, an increase of 10 per cent. 
over last year, the indicated crop of 
only 11,065,000 bales threw the market 
into a state of intense excitement. As 
the world is expected to require about 
13,000,000 bales under present conditions 
and reserves have been depleted by last 
season’s short crop, the buying move- 


» ment resulting from this outlook ad- 


vanced prices a cent and a half in about 
twenty minutes and a cent and three- 
quarters before the day was over. Vir- 
tually all of this was retained, final 
prices being 162 to 170 points up. 

The instant condition figures were 
flashed and posted, a scramble began. 
October had sold at 21.55 and December 
below 21.40. An unusual number of 
orders based on the regert had evidently 
‘been placed in the market so that when 
figures came nearer 71 than the antici- 
pated 73 or 74, attempt to execute these 
orders started a violent advance. Prices 
rose 10 and 20 points at a clip. One 
broker with a line of October to buy 
began bidding at 21.75. At 22.75, the 
order was stilt unfilled. So much long 
cotton had been sold out during the last 
two weeks that no adequate supply of 
contracts existed to meet the sudden 
demand. Houses that sold tens of thou- 
sands of bales during the decline from 
22.95 to 20.75, all appeared to waht this 
cotton back at the same moment. Com- 
petition among brokers was such that 
prices varied 10 to 15 points in the ring 
at the same instant. October rose over 
°° cents, over 22%4 and to 23 cents _be- 
fore contracts began to come out. This 
represented a new high

After closing earlier in the day, Liver- 
pool reopened to receive the W ashington 
report.

Excel Those of Europe and 
Active Demand Will Stimu- 
late Trapping. 


THEIR HABITS DESCRIBED 


Hard Workers and Voracious Eaters 
—A Nuisance in Lawns 
and Gardens. 


Moles have been dealt with in the 
United States chiefly as a nuisance, but 


in some European countries they are| 


trapped extensively not only to be rid 
of them as a pest, but also to harvest 
their pelts. Millions of European mole- 
skins have been used by fur manufac- 
turers in this country, and until re- 
cently have furnished the sole supply. 
The skins of some American moles, espe- 
cially those found in*-Western Washing- 
ton and Oregon, are larger and have 
better texture than those from Europe, 
and there is now a demand for Amer- 
ican moleskins by some 
American fur dealers. 
common mole of the Eastern States, 
though smaller, is about the same 
quality as that of the European species, 
and if collected in sufficient numbers 
to create a demand might be marketed 
at a slight profit. The propagation of 
moles for their fur, however, is im- 
practicable. 

3 Within the boundaries of the United 
States,’ says Theodore H. Scheffer, As- 


sistant Biologist of the U. S. Department |

American moles, “there are recognized 
five groups of true moles.

“ Slim.”’ Kelly, Serving 12 Years for 
Burglary, Leaves Dannemora.

SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., July 
Eckert Kelly, alias ‘‘Slim,’’ a negro 


convict six feet four inches in height, 
‘walked away from a guard” at Dan- 
nemora prison last night, according to 
the statement of prison officials today. 
Kelly, who is. thirty-six years of age, 
was serving a sentence of twelve years 
on a charge of burglary in the first 
degree. He was a patient in the tuber- 
culosis hospital. He weighs 190 pounds 
and is a native of Georgia. 

At the time of his escape he had three 
years more to sérve. Prison authorities 
say that Kelly was employed on work 
outside the prison walls last night with 
a guard. The Warden can give no de- 
tails of his escape except the statement 
that, *' he wailked away from a guard.”’ 

This is the second delivery from the 
tuberculosis hospital of the prison with- 
in a month. Four patients escaped on 
Sunday, June 11, and took to the woods, 
Only two of them have been captured.

Yorktown Home for Aged and Heph- 
zibah Schools Are Remem- 
bered by Widow. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 3.—The 
will of the late Virginia Hamersley 
Field, widow of Cortlandt De Puyster 
Field of Field Home, Yorktown, was 
filed for probate today by Surrogate 
George A. Slater of Westchester. The 
will was officially opened today by the 
Surrogate, having been left with the 
Court for safe keeping on April 26, 1919. 
The deceased left what is estimated at 
$1,000,000 real and personal property. 

Qne clause of the will directs the ex- 
ecutors ‘‘to burn and destroy, unread, 
all diaries and journals of my father, 
my mother, my aunt, Mary Hooker, my 
sisters and my own diaries and jour- 
nals.”’ 

The greater part of the estate, includ- 
ing all real estate in the towns of Pawl- 
ing and Beekman, and a bequest in 
trust of $200,000 are left to her niece, 
Katharine L. Timpson. She receives a 
life income from the $200,000 and on her 
death it reverts to her issue. Much of 
the real estate left hef is, according to 
the will, included in and part of a grant 
to our family from Queen Anne. 

Mrs. Field directs that her executors 
fulfill a certain agreement for the up- 
keep of the Hephzibah House Training 
School for Christian Workers, at 263 and 
265 West Twenty-fifth Street, Manhat- 
tan. She leaves $10,000 to this institu- 
tion, and provides that certain employes 
there be continued for the rest of their 


lives. She provides that all the rest of 
the personal and real income from the 
will and estate of her late father-in-law, 
Benjamin H. Field, be given and used 
for the upkeep of Field Home, at York- 
town, a sort of private home for the 
aged and infirm. 

Many relatives, frieads and servants 
receive amounts ranging from $250 to 
$3,000, Coleridge A. Hart and Harry H. 
Hawes of Peekskijl and Mary C. S. May 
of Boston, Mass., Vice Preailient of the 
Hephzibah School, are named executors 
of the estate. The will directs that the 
residue of the estate, after all bequests 
are made, be held in trust, to be used 
for the upkeep of the Hephzibah School.

QUINCY, Iil., July 8.—Seventeen for- 
mer track laborers of the twenty-nine 
accused of murder in connection with 
the slaying of Sheriff Edward Lash- 
brook of Schuyler County were-. sen- 
tenced to serve the statltory term for 
manslaughter—one year to lfe—in court 
here today.

SAYS HE SAW NAPOLEON. 


Aged Pole’s Papers Indicate That He 
Served Under Emperor in 1809. 


PARIS, July 3.—Those who saw Na- 
poleon have long been considered as ex- 
tinct as the plesiosaurus, but L’Intran- 
sigeant's Warsaw correspondent reports 
the discovery of such a man in the per- 
son of Mecislas Krasinski, a landowner 
of Volhynia, who was born in 1790. 

The discovery of Krasinski’s remark- 
able age was due to his being robbed of 
@ purse containing 2,000 marks while 
he was visiting Warsaw. Surprise ex- 
pressed by the Magistrate at the papers 
produced by the complainant led the 
correspondent to interview him. 

The papers, if genuine, show that he 
served in the French Army from 1809 to 
1818 and in the Polish Army in 1828, 
and took part in two revolutions, in 
1831 and 1863. He underwent sixteen 
years’ exile in Siberia, served in the 

ussian Army against China in 1900-01 
and in the Manchurian War of 1904-05. 

The veteran was wounded at the battle 
of Borodino in 1812, at Leipsic in 1813 
and Dembewilkie in 1831, but otherwise 
was never ill, which he attributes to his 
extreme sobriety. He did not begin to 
smoke till at the age of 130. His father 
lived to be 117 and his mother 97. He 
remembers seeing Napoleon during the 
great retreat from Russia.

CINCINNATI, July 3.—William Dean, 
55 years old, of Detroit, after seriously 
wounding Scott Bredwell, aged 55, and 
attempting to shoot his divorced wife, 
Mrs. Anna Dean, 50, at the woman's 
home here today, sent a bullet into his 
own brain.
